If we do not know that we are responsible for the good 
life of every other person, and if we are failing so to live 
that people are lifted to higher levels through knowing 
us or through observing our manner of life, 
Response Forgive us, our Father, we pray Thee, and give 
us of thine own love as we set out anew to care for others 
as Christ Jesus cares for us. 

Silence 
Leader Christ Jesus, "though his communion with the 

Father was unbroken, yet sought help in prayer 

though He loved men, He retired from them to pray, 
rose a great while before day, watched through a night, 
stayed in the wilderness, went up into a mountain, 
sought a garden. Though He was a Son, He offered up

FOR USE AT A CONFERENCE 

This closing service is built upon the idea that the conference through- 
out has been a challenge "freely ye have received, freely give." By the 
use of candles there is signified the belief that the source of power and the 
inspiration for work for the common weal, coming from Christ Himself, 
pass from life to life and so become operative throughout the world. 

In the center of a table standing on the platform is a large lighted 
candle, lighted before the service begins, symbolizing the pres- 
ence of Christ in the midst.

The conference members enter the room in pro- 
cessional, the choir leading, and come down the center aisle, taking 
the seats at either side.

CHARGE TO THE CONFERENCE For [ten] days we have lived 

together in the fellowship of our common purpose. We 

have sought together the way of beauty and truth and 

joy. We have stood at a little distance and looked back 

upon the work which it belongs to each of us to do in 

building that fairer world of which Christ dreamed, and 

for which He has toiled. We have found our love 

reaching out to girls of other races and in other lands. 

We have seen ourselves as members of the great family 

of nations in a world where peace shall dwell in the hearts 

of all. We have discovered in our joy in bird song and 

dancing water and sunlight on the leaves of trees, in the 
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tumult of the storm and the glory of a new day, a kin- 
ship with the Boy who played on the hills of Narazeth, 
the Man who walked by the shores of Galilee, the Friend 
who lost his life to find it for us all. We, too, have learn- 
ed from Him to call God, "Father." 

The light of his love shines upon our lives and we find 
ourselves thinking more clearly about the reality of re- 
ligion in the world of [business] to which we belong; we 
see each common task aglow with light divine. 

In the name of Him from whom cometh every good 
and perfect gift, I charge you to receive into your hearts 
the light of his love, to cherish that light as your chief 
treasure, to keep it burning clear and steady, to hold it 
aloft that others may behold it, to pass it on that others 
may share it, till all the world is illumined by the white 
light of Christ our Lord. 

At the close of the charge the conference stands; the leaders light 
their lights from the central light; the two girls sitting at either side 
of the central aisle on the first row come to the platform and receive 
from one of the leaders the lights for their candles and return to their 
places, to pass the light on each to her next neighbor. The lights 
thus pass from person to person to the end of the first row, back to 
the second row, in toward the center aisle, and back to the third, pass- 
ing back and forth until the candles of all the conference delegates 
are lighted. 

During the lighting of the candles, one leader, or the leaders al- 
ternating, reads with slight pauses between, from the following se- 
lections. It is suggested that during this part of the service there 
be quiet music. 

In the beginning was the Word, and the Word was 
with God, and the Word was God. 

In Him was Life, and that Life was the Light of Men. 
The Light shines in the darkness, and the darkness 
has not overpowered it. 

Arise, shine, for thy light is come and the glory of the 
Lord is risen upon thee; nations shall come to thy light 
and kings to the brightness of thy rising. 

I the Lord have called thee in righteousness, and will 
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hold thy hand, and will keep thee, and give thee for a 
covenant of the people, for a light to the Gentiles, to 
open the blind eyes, to bring out the prisoners from the 
dungeon, and them that sit in darkness out of the prison- 
house. 

The people that walked in darkness have seen a great 
light. They that dwelt in the land of the shadow of 
death, upon them hath the light shined. 

Every gift which is good, and every perfect boon is 
from above, and comes down from the Father who is the 
source of all light. In Him there is no variation, nor the 
slightest shadow that is cast by turning. 

The light is come into the world, and men loved the 
darkness rather than the light, for their works were evil. 

But he that doeth the truth cometh to the light, that 
his works may be made manifest that they have been 
wrought in God. 

The darkness is passing away and the true light al- 
ready shineth. 

He that loveth his brother abideth in the light. 

Walk while ye have the light, that darkness overtake 
you not : he that walketh in darkness knoweth not whith- 
er he goeth. While ye have the light believe on the 
light, that ye may become children of light. 

Jesus spake with them, saying: I am the light of the 
world, he that followeth me shall not walk in darkness, 
but shall have the light of life. 

God is light, and in Him is no darkness at all. 

If we walk in the light, as He is in the light, we have 
fellowship one with another. 

Ye were once darkness, but now are light in the Lord. 

Walk as children of light, for the fruit of light is in all 
goodness and righteousness and truth. 

Ye are people for God's own possession, that ye may 
show forth the excellencies of Him who called you out 
of darkness into his marvelous light. 

We give thanks unto the Father, who made us meet 
to be partakers of the inheritance of the saints in light, 
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who delivered us out of the power of darkness, and trans- 
lated us into the kingdom of the Son of his love.
